The Government set up that the trust 
combined plants under contracts with 
the sellers that they should not con- 
tinue business, and bought machinery 
under contract that like--machinery 
should not be sold to its competitors. 
‘The defendant showed that it in-|. 
creased production and employed more 
hands, although it decteased-the num- 
ber of plants by nearly half. It also 
lowered prices on ite products, in 
some cases by half. There Was no 
complaint of the conduct of the trust 
by those in the trade. - Outside the 
trade the interest of the public is in- 
direct, for there is no general direct 
consumption of cans or canmaking 
machinery. In that respect the case is 
like that of the Shoe Machinery Trust. 
The public interest is in the price of 
shoes and of the contents of cans. In 
both cases the evidence is contlusive 
that the effect of the trust operation 
has been toward cheapnegs, and of 
stimulation of trade rather than re- 
straint. Since we now have the word 
of the court for the fact that the Can 
Trust is a good trust, the interest of 
the public is that neither it nor any 
other trust able to defend itself by 
the light of reason should be “ un- 
duly ” pursued in the courts.

THE CITY’S DRINKING WATER. 

At the Governor’s hearing on the 
bills to remove public institutions from 
the Croton watershed, and to prevent 
the establishment of others there, Cor- 
poration Counsel Harpy filed a brief 
which is an authoritative and precise 
presentation of the subject. For years 
the public prints and civic organiza- 
tions have been saying what the city 
now formally says; so that there is not 
the slightest excuse for surprise upon 
the part of those who have continued 
their -work, and piled up expenses, 
notwithstanding their own obligation 
to the contrary, in the attempt to 
make their disbursements arguments 
for going ahead with what the city is 
resolved to stop. 

The city has invested, the Corpora- 
tion Counsel says, $231,448,349 in its 
Croton water plant, and has spent over 
$4,000,000 in removing population 
from the drainage , district. Now 
comes the State and proposes to es- 
tablish there a population twice as 
large as the city has removed, and in- 
volving the presence of others outside 
the institutions. This population con- 
sists for the most part of the diseased 
and the irresponsible, whose conduct 
cannot be controlled in their wander- 
ings outside the walls of the institu- 
tions. The concentration increases the 
danger of contamination, for it lessens 
the. process of purification in natural 
methods. 

Six hours’ time carries Mohansic 
Lake water over the seven and a half 
miles tg the Croton reservoir, Epi- 
demics have been caused by germs 
traveling eighteen hours of time and 
over eighty miles of distance. The 
proposal to divert the sewage jto the 
Hudson is open to the objection that 
leakage is sure, and a list of cases is 
given where ‘the escape varies from 
8,000 to-80,000 galions a day. ‘The ex- 
pense of the purification plants and 
the pipe line to the Hudson fs put by 
Mr. Hakgpy at $328,000, besides main- 
tenance at the rate of $20,000 annually. 
The sums already expended in defiance 
of opposition through the years since 
the projects were started aggregate 
$377,789. Thus, on even so short a 
period of comparison as a'single dec- 
ade, there would. be actual economy in 
abandoning what has been done ana 
starting dnew. The benefit of what- 
ever doubt there is about such proced- 
ure should be given rather to the mill- 
ions who will drink the water than to 
the thousands in the institutions,

It is per- 
fectly understandable and understood 
that the people of New York have sud- 
denly heen confronted with a well-laid 
plan to put up an unsightly ‘building 
in Morningside Park.

THE SENATE’S ARMY BILL. 

While the Senate’s military bill, ac- 
cording to the published outlines, pro- 
vides for a somewhat larger standing 
army than many American citizens 
favor, the regular military establish- 
ment, if the Senate committee’s view 
prevails, will still net be large enough 
to justify the cry of “ militarism.” It 
will not be nearly as large as most 
army officers think it should be. 
There will be 175,000 men in all 
branches, including the noncombat- 
ants of the Quartermaster and Medi- 
cal Corps, instead of the 147,000 pro- 
vided for by the House committee’s bill. 
There is no indication in the news dis- 
patches that either the Senate commit- 
tee or the House committee has hit 
upon any plan to facilitate the recruit- 
ing of from 30,000 to 50,000 more men. 
We may still hope that this important 
branch of military extension will be 
duly considered. 

While the Senate, like the House, 
favors the seven-year enlistment term, 
with three years with the colors, there 
is a wise provision in its bill that the 
enlisted man, if found efficient, can be 
released to the reserve in one year, or 
can, if he chooses, obtain his discharge 
from service with the colors, to enter 
the reserve, in two. This plan, which 
id favored by Major Gen, Woop, will 
tend to give the nation a fairly large 
reserve of well-trained troops in a few 
years. With the rejection of the Con- 
tinental Army plan, and the insistence 
on the dubious measure of militia 
“ federalization,” the Senate’s provision 
for a larger regular army is the best 
we can hope for. Many weeks must 
elapse, however, before the two bills 
can be debated in the two houses, 
amended to suit prejudices which can- 
not be overcome, and finally-submitted 
to the uncertain moods of the confer- 
ence committee; so that there is no 
guessing as to what. the answer of the 
Sixty-fourth Congress may be to the 
nation’s demand for preparedness.

THE RIGHTS OF THEATRES. 


What the Press Thinks of the Rul- 
ing Excluding Critics. 


From The World, 

It appears from a decision of the New York 
Court of Appeals that a dramatic critic pay- 
ing the price of admission may be excluded 
from a theatre for any reason, provided it 
is mot on accoutit of race, color, or creed: 
Statute law makes these exceptions, At com- 
mon jaw a ticket holder, at g playhouse is a 
guest who may ‘be welcomied or ejected on 
the caprice of the manager. 

In this case the objection to the paying 
guest was that some time previously he had 
publicly found fault with a production staged 
by au amusement syndicate, which there- 
upon barred him from its entertainments, 
Since the law that governs professional crit- 
ies applies also to others, wide notice should 
be taken of this judgment. 

Let no man attend a play with a grouch 
unless he is certain to rid. himself of ft be- 
fore the final curtain. If he goes forth into 
the night denouncing the show and wishing 
he had his money back, the next morning 
may find his name on the black list, Even 
to whisper to a neighbor during the progress 
of the entertainment the one word “ rotten,” 
which stands for much of the higher criti- 
cism colloquially, may make him liable. 

Not only must we approve, but we must 
be approved. The manager who does not 
like the color of our money may presently 
object to the. hue of our raiment or hair. 
We cannot be thrown out for race or creed 
but with a Roosevelt in the show business, 
who can doubt that the bouncers will be 
busy with political burglars and crooks? 

Many good people intent upon establishing 
a formidable dramatic censorship have fallen 
far- short of their alm, Now that we are 
to have theatrical overseers of public opin- 
fon, clothed with the powers of the boycott, 
perhaps the movement will gain a new im- 
pulse.

The Duty of Newspapers. 
From The Philadelphia Public Ledger. 

The public is not critical, But even 
though the manager, that very fiery particle, 
should let himself be snuffed out by an ar- 
ticle, it does not follow that his interests 
should have precedence over those of the 
‘public. The fundamental condition of dra- 
matic criticism, as of every other kind; is 
that it must be honest. If a manager pro- 
duces a bad play—bad in art or in morals— 
he takes the risk ©f failure. The fact that 
failure will cost him something is no concern 
of the critic or of the newspaper that the 
critic represents. Not to tell the truth as he 
‘sees it is a fraud upon his readers. 

A critic, of course, may be mistaken; he 
may even be malicious. The managers would 
impute to malice every unfavorable word. “It 
is difficuit to believe that in most cases they 
are ‘sincere, Their real object is to control 
newspaper opinion. They have tried again 
and: again to achieve ft, but seldom with suc- 

cess, They. may have the law upon their 
side in cases iike this, but in ethics they are 
wholly wrong. The duty of the newspapers 
themselves is plain, It is both a matter of 
policy and a@ matter of honor with them to 
stand firmly for the privilege of unbiased 
criticism, They gain nothing by yielding. 
The public ‘s quick to recognize intellectual 
dishonesty. The manager needs ‘the news- 
paber more than the newspaper needs him.

“One of the latest instances is” ce v. 
Razzetti, 88 Misc., 87; (Dec. 1914,) where 
Judge Seabury, (néw ‘of the Court of 
Appeals;) wrote the opinion of the Ap- 
pellate Term, applying the Civil Rights 
lew to the exclusion of a colored man 
from a restaurant, This instatice is also 
in point as showing the somewhat super- 
ficial character of your remark that, as 
long as the statute is confined to dis- 
negations because of race, creed, or 
color,’ “the excluder would be’ woefully 
lacking in fertility of invention’ if ‘he 
could not devise a reason that would 
serve his end without incurring the risk 
of punishment.”” In the case just cited, 
it was held that the good faith of the 
seemingly innocent reason assigned for 
the exclusion was open to question, and 
that the jury should look closely to see 
whether in reality it had been for mo- 
tives influenced by ‘race or color. 

In the second place, you mistake the 
fact in stating that Wood’ v. Leadbitter 
has been “definitely repudiated’ by the 
English courts ""—at least in the sense 
or to the extent which you imply. No 
decision in England or ‘elsewhere has 
ever doubted the ruling of that case that, 
under ‘the common law, the business of 
conducting a theatre is a private enter- 
prisé and that the proprietor may refuse 
to sell a ticket to whomever he chooses. 
All that was held in the subsequent Eng- 
lish case to which you refer was that 
after the holder of a ticket, purchased in 
gcod faith, had actually been admitted 
to the theatre he could not be expelled 
without ability for. damages. When, 
however, a Prospective spectator, like 
Mr. Woolicott, has been notified in ad- 
vance that he will be unwelcome, he 
carnot claim thereafter to have become 
the holder of a ticket in good faith and 
for valué, merely by covertly purchasing 
one at some agency without the knowl- 
edge of the theatre proprietor. 

In the third place, so far as concerns 
your reference to public policy and the 
value to the public and the drama of the 
critic’s work, ‘‘ uninfluenced by fear or 
favor,” I believe that you have failed to 
discern the other side of the matter. 
Your argument represents the critic as 
a sort of dramatic Warwick, coming in 
the divine right of journalism, who may 
enter the defendant’s theatres at will 
upon the opening performance, ‘and de- 
throne the plays and actors before the 
public has an opportunity to decide for 
itself upon its allegiance. The critic’s 
verdict—to’ speak impersonally and of 
the principle of the thing—may be the 
result of bias or malice; it may be 
poisoned, knowingly or otherwise, . by 
personal animus; it may employ flattery 
or condemnation with an eye to personal 
advantage or the advertising columns of 
his newspaper ;. it is bound to be the out- 
growth of purely personal opinions or 
prejudices. as to dramatic values, the 
philosophy of life, and the standards of 
morality, and of necessity it is affected 
by' the writer’s personal competency or 
incompetency. A large number of péople 
knowing nothing about the’ play or 
about the personal equations or mo- 


\tives which. underlie the review are 


thereby restrained from attending and 
from learning whether the play would 
appeal to their own fancy and opinions. 
Furthermore, the rich rewards of the- 
atrical advertising, and the privilege of 
free admission to theatres, offer rare 
temptations; and—to speak impersonally 
—any newspaper and its writers wil! al- 
ways be able autocratically to conduct 
their personal and business relations 
with the theatre as long as they can 
autocratically sway the public patronage 
of the play. Such misuse or abuse of 


*} power would all too often be so subtle 


as to defy legal proof and to be immune 
from judicial serutiny. 

You will appreciate, therefore, that ‘it 
would be a very extraordinary exception 
to the natural right which other business 
men enjoy under our American institu- 
tions, to be guided by their own judg- 
ment in the management of their in- 
vestments, if the proprietons of theatres 
must stand idly by while the failure of 
their business proceeds from the personal 
fancy, prejudice, or opinion of a single 
individual, in whose selection neither 
they rior the public have any voice, con- 
cerning whose competency and fairness 
they have no assurance, and whose ulti- 
mate business is to promote the profits 
and the power of the newspaper to which 
he is attached. Wie:
